in mind that Chicago added more to her 
population between 1880 and 1890 than did New 
York, Philadelphia, and Boston all combined. 
lf Chicago and New York continue to grow in 
the same ratio that they did from 1880 to 1890 Chi- 
cago will be as big as New York City May 1, 1895. 
This is a simple arithmetical problem which any 
one may figure out from the census returns. 
Of course it is objected that Chicago includes 
nearly all its suburbs, whereas New York only 
includes but few ofhers. This is only another 
reason why Chicago will soon have the supremacy. 
It is geographically so located that it may an- 
nex its children as fast as it may desire, whereas 
New York City now covers almost the entire 
county of New York, and it will have great legal 
difficulty in ever annexing Brooklyn, in Kings 
County, or the numerous suburbs in Westchester 
County ; and it is practically impossible to annex 
neighboring New Jersey cities, which are shut off 
from New York by a State line. 


Would Outstrip Them All. 


Bat suppose that the laws of the different States 
and different counties could be so arranged as to 
permit New York City to annex Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, Newark, and all the rest, even in that event, 
if all the cities in question increased at the rate 
shown by the last census, Chicago would overtake 
and outstrip the entire lot of them combined by 
the year 1905. 

It is scarcely possible. that New York City will 
change the percentages of growth which it has 


States is largely—yes, almost entirely—in Western 
cities. It is not alone Chicago that makes so sur- 
prising ashowing as 118 per cent increase in ten 
years. Look at Kansas City with 139 per cent; 
Denver, with 198 per cent; St. Paul, with 221 per 
cent; Minneapolis, with 252 per cent; Omaha, 
with 361 per cent. 

These percentages are all larger than that of 
Chicago and these cities do not come into direct 
competition with Chicago, The two cities which

PASSENGERS ON THE FORT WAYNE 
TERRORIZED BY A DESPERADO. 


He Boarded the Cars at Delphos and Be- 
came Unruly When Asked for His Fare

Then 
he took a drink from a black bottle, whipped 
out a pair of revolvers, and with a prodigious 
oath devlared he never paid fare and drove 
the conductor from the coach.

A warm day yesterday, succeeded by a 
dark, drizzling, reiny night, made many peo- 
le apprehensive of a.storm, though none 
Seaamed of the frightful catastrophe which was 
soon to leave hundreds wounded or homeless. 
But in a twinkling a tornado came from the 
dark southwest, and in its circling flight car- 
ried with it death and destruction to many 
homes. This visitation occurred at 3:30 this 
morning, and the acd terrors of darkness 
and rain were only reli¢ved by the glare of 
lightning flashes that were gone befcare the eye 
could ie in the extent of the calamity. 
- §oon lights apreared 
hastily clad men stumbled through the rain 
-over piles of brick, and stone, and splintered 
timbers looking for the most unfortunate vic- 
‘tims. Men, bareheaded and with oandaged 
heads, came limping and shuffling to look for 
friends and to dofali that could be done for 
the injured. The rain came in sheets and the 

' “gud rendered every nevement difficult. The 

lanterns could reveal only that which was near 
athand. After three weary hours daylight 
struggled out, and the dread that filled all 
hearts by night was turned to cruel realization. 

Course of the Storm, 

Descending two miles southwest of Redbud, 
the cyclone first destroyed the two-story resi- 
dence of Col. B. W. Sharp, and then utterly 
wrecked the Catholic church and school, leav- 
ing the two-story rectory standing between 
them, and higher than either of them, intact. 
The beautiful pine trees and fruit trees which 
filled the churchyard were destroyed. One 
block furtber the residénces of Herman and 
Fred Droege were smashed and the German 
M. E. Church reduced to a shapeless heap of 
prick, nothing being left above the founda- 


A number of stables next went down, and 
the agricultural warehouse of Ciaus Peterson, 
alarge two-story brick, crumbled, destroying 
alot of new buggies and implements. The 
‘residences of John Lang, Joseph Vogt, John 
Landholt, and Mrs. Disch were destroyed. 
The fine two-and-a-half story stone house of 
Peter Kardell was crushed together like an 
eggshell, and Mrs. Kardell was seriously hurt.

The residence of John Hahn next went down. 

His son Julius received severe cuts on the 
head. The brick building used as a dwell- 
ing, printing-office, and press-room of the 

‘Redbud Democrat was lifted in the air and

“Arehie Satherland crawled bruised and bleed- 
ing from the débris, homeless and without 
clothing, Mr. Perry being left without means 
of carrying on his papas. 

The bakery of L. Kaffenberger and the resi- 
dence of Frank Roth were unroofed. The 
residences of Christ Gaeger, Otto Kise, Ernst 
Budde, and Gus Bollhoffner were next wiped 
out. Christian Mann and Charles Guebert 
had their homes torn from them next, and 
Mrs. Fred Hevermann, Charles Gidlow, H.

Many Cities Are Cut Off from Telephone 
and Telegraph Communication. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 17.—(Special. |— 
Kansas, Arkansas, and Missouri are storm- 
swept tonight. In cities and country alike is 
the damage severe. In this town all the wires 
are down, and only occasional wires were 
working to St. Louis, while all Kansas, except 
Topeka, is completely cut off. About 1,000 
telephones are down here, and not one of the 
country lines is in order. Much suffering is 
reported in the country, and a great deal of 
stock has died from exposure. All day snow 
fell heavy and wet, and tonight it lies several 
inches deep. it is rapidly growing colder. 
All trains are delayed. Farmers who have 
winter wheat are jubilant. 

Sr. Joseru, Mo., Nov. 17.—/Special.|—A 
heavy snowstorm arrived here Jast night and 
this morning, the snow melting as fast as it fell, 
thoroughly saturating the ground. Reports 
for Southeastern Nebraska, Northeastern Kan- 
sas, and Southwestern Iowa are to the effect 
that the snowfg!l was weneral in those sections 
and benefited the winter wheat. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 17.—Today was the. 
hottest, coldest, driest, and wettest day this 
jcommunity has had since Jerry Rusk began 
rain making. 

It rained all of Wednesday night, and this 
morning it poured down. From 2:30 to 2:35 
a. m. the thermometer dropped 7°, and from 
2:50 to 3:30 a. m. there was the almost un- 
precedented rainfall of .65 of an inch. The 

ressure was unusually low, being for two 

ours 27.27. The temperature rose 
steadily from .6 o’ciock, being at that 
time 46°, until 10:30, when it reached 54°. 
The humidity was great. At 11 o'clock it be- 
gan to fall again and by 3:30 had fallen to 35°. 
It was a typical cyclonic day. At 10:40 a. m. 
the wind was from the southwest and was 
blowing at the rate of forty-three miles an 
hour. At3o’clock 1t was traveling thirty- 
six miles from the Northwest, but before 
dark had again picked up and was moving 
along fast enough to keep cool. In additio 
to this comfort there was much interference 
with business in various ways, especially tele- 
graphic. The storm came out of ‘Texas and 
as aresult there is no communication at all 
with that section tdnight. Meager advices 
from all the territory tributary to St. Louis 
show that the storm effect has been general, 
but so far, beyond the Redbud wreck, no 
damage of such a severe character has been 
reported, though ali points advise a great 
deal of minor damage. 

Sarina, Kas., Nov. 17.—[Special.]|—A heavy 
snow and wind storm visited this part of the 
State last night, doing considerable damage, 
especially to telegraph and telephone wires. 
The Western Uniou Telegraph wires were all 
down, as well as those of the Union Pacific 
railway company. 

Davenport, la., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—A 
driving snow-storm began at & o’clock this 
morning and continued twelve hours. Hand- 
sleds appeared in the forenoon and this even- 
ing sleighs were seen on the streets. Just 
fifty years ago today a similar blizzard sud- 
denly closed thé river and two steambvats 
were caught in the ice-pack.

COURSE OF THE STORM, 


It Divided into Three Separate Cyclones 
and Swept the Mississippi Valley. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 17.—The conflict of the 

elements incident to the exit of warm weather 

and the advent of the wind’s chilly blast cul- 


minated today in one of the most 
destructive and far-reaching storms of 
the year. The  initiai _battle-ground 
of the mighty opposing forces, 
it appears, was near Redbud, Randolph 
County, in the extreme southwest part of 


Illinois, about eighteen miles from the Mis- 
sissippi River. Sweeping down from the 
north came a tremendous storm of snow, 
rain, and sleet, which, encountering the warm 
air currents of ** Egypt,’’ developed three dis- 
tinct cyclonic storm centers, diverging from 
a common center near Redbud. 

Taking a southeasterly course} one part of 
the storm passed on rapidly through Western 
Kentucky and Tennessee, leveling everything 
in its path at Redbud and killing several peo- 
pic, and only when Northern Alabama was 
reached had it lessened its force. To 
the westward moved a  sevond stcrm, 

through Central Missouri, 
across Northern Kansas, finally 
being lost in the mountains of Wyoming, but 
the curious features of this remarkable atmos- 
pheric disturbance lay in the direction taken 
by the third arm—a northerly course through 
lowa, veering to the west into Nebraska, leav- 
ing a hopeless tangle of wires in its wake un- 
til it becamne next to an impossibility to reach 
any of the great cities west of St. Louis except 
by circuitous routes. 
Not a wire remained from Milwaukee to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis and the Northwest, 
these points being served with European and 
Eastern domestic news over the Southern Pa- 
cific route to Denver, thence to Ogden, Utah, 
Helena, Mont., and via the Northern Pacific to 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. Between Nashville 
and Memphis wires are prostrated, dispatches 
being handled from Chicago to St. Louis, 
relayed from St. Louis through Texas to New 
Orleans, thence north by way of Chattanooga 
back to Nashville, and tinally reaching Mem- 
phis overa system of “spliced” railroad 
wires. 
The California service is badly crippled, 
owing to the loss of numerous trunk line 
wires, being served with great difficulty by the 
Southern Pacific lines through New Mexico 
and Arizona and by the north route via Mon- 
tana, Idaho, and Washington.

SMALLPOX IN NEW HAVEN SPREADING. 


New Cases Discovered in the Hos- 
pital—The Situation Alarming. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 17.—(Special. |— 
The situation at the hospital is becoming 
alarming. Three more cases of smallpox 
were discovered there today. The victims are 
C. E. Nicholson, a wardmaster at the hospital ; 
William Ricks, a cook, and Pedro Javina, an 
Italian patient. Miss Metoxens, the nurse, 
was taken to the pesthouse this morning, her 
illness having developed intu a well-detined 
case of smallpox. Mrs. Bertha G. Bradley, 
and Miss Mary Lewis, nurses, volunteered 
todo service among the patients of the pest- 
house. There are three other patients at the 
hospital who are believed to have the disease. 
They were removed to the tent on the hospital 
grounds this afternoon, and will be taken to 
the pesthouse when it is ascertained beyond 
question that they have the disease. There are 
now ten patients at the pesthouse. 


EVANSTON IS QUITE METROPOLITAN, 


Three 


The Little City’s Streets in Nearly as Bad 
Shape as Chicago's. 

Evanston is actually getting quite metro- 
politan. Six of its principal business streets 
are so torn up that they look a good deal like 
Chicago thoroughfares. Evanston’s citizens 
are all torn up, too, and are raising a row, just 
as Chicago citizens try to. 

But Evanston is still rural. The proof of 
this is the fact that the city authorities 
actually show some sign of life. The con- 
tractors have put on an extra force of 200 
men and the Commissioner of Public Works 
has written to the Council a letter of explana- 
tion of the delay in paving and promising that 
work will be pushed, The streets in question 
are Chicago, Benson, Oak, and Washington 
avenues, and Lee and Greenleaf streets.

ATTAOK ON A PROMINENT OLUB MAN 
IN NEW YORK YESTERDAY. 


S. S. Howland, Son-in-Law of August Bel- 
mont, Struck with an Umbrella in the 
Hands of Robert Neville—Several Rea- 
sons Assigned for the Deed—Prospect 
That the Linseed Oil Factories of the 
Country Will Soon Consolidate—Fierce 
Gales on the Atlantic Coast. 

New York, Nov. 17,—(jSpecial.]—Shortly 
before the noon recess today the spectators at 
the horse show in Madison Square Garden had 
a genuine sensation. S.S. Howland, who is a 
son-in-law of August Belmont and a promi- 
nent club man, was sitting in box No. 46, 
which belongs to Vice-President Wharton, 
when a man walked up behind him and struck 
him over the head with an umbrella. The 
blow landed on Mr. Howland's cheek, leaving 
a big mark. Mr. Howland retaliated by strik- 
ing him twice with his cane. The man who 
struck Mr. Howland then attempted to run 
away, but was arrested just as he was leaving 
the garden. Mr. Howland’s assailant was 
Robert Neville, a governing director of the 
Baltimore club and a member of the Union 
club of New York. 

It is said that Mr. Howland was the execu- 
tor of a Baltimore estate. In winding up the 
affairs of the estate Mr. Howland discovered 
that Mr. Neville owed a racing debt of $50 to 
the estate. The widow was ieft almost desti- 
tute and Mr. Howland made a determined 
effort to coliect the money. Neville refused 
to pay and Howland wrote to him telling him 
that he would no longeft recognize him as a 
friend or a gentleman. Neville, the report 
goes, said: ‘* When I meet you alone I will 
slap you in the face.’’ The attack followed. 

All the persons interested were in the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court this afternoon. Mr. 
Howland was asked by the Justice, ** Do you 
know this man, the defendant?’ 

“Yes, your Honor. Thatfis to say I did 
know Mr. Neville until about six months ago, 
and then | discontinued the acquaintance, for 
I did not care to associate with him any 
longer.”’ 

Nevilie’s attorney requested that the hear- 
ing be adjourned. Justice Grady set the hear- 
ing for Monday at3 p.m. Neville gave bail 
in $300, 

Clubmen are divided in opinion as to the 
cause of the outbreak, and Mr. Neville would 
not enlighten them concerning it. One set of 
people said it was an outbreak caused by a 
difference between them about a race or the 
sale of a racehorse in which Howland had 
got the better of Neville. Others were inclined 
to believe that it was the result of Neville’s 
anger over the division of some property in 
which he got the worst of it. The air was full 
of rumors. 


FIERCE GALES ON THE ATLANTIC, 


Incoming Ships Report Great Difficulties 
Encountered—Damage at Long Branch, 
New York, Nov. 17.—[Special. |—Incoming 

vessels show the effects of the gales still sweep- 

ing the North Atlantic. The British bark St. 

Patrick from Bordeaux reached this port to- 

day after struggling fifty-eight days against 


baffling winds and seas. It ran into 
a tremendous hurricane Oct. 18 The 
storm came first from the southeast, 


then veered tu the west-southwest and finally 
to the northwest. Sails were blown from the 
gaskets, the main royal yard was lost, and the 
mizzenmast sprung. The British steamer 
Columbia, from Genoa, encountered west, 
southwest, and west-northwest gales during its 
whole voyage. It ran short of coal and had to 
call at Halifax, N. S. After being buffeted 


about for nine days north of Cape 
Hatteras the schooner Lizzie May 
reached this city today from the Black 


River. A severe storm raged along the Long 
Branch portion of the coast and considerable 
damage was done to bulkheads, bluffs, and 
property. The big iron pier was badly 
shaken up, but looks as if the approach will be 
entirely cut off, as it is already badly under- 
mined, Where there are no bulkheads the 
sea is eating its way into the bluff and as 
much as three feet at atime tumbles into the 
ocean. The worst break is directly in front 
of the United States Hotel, which it owned by 


the Catholic University of Washington, 
D. C. At Seabright the tracks of the 
New Jersey Southern’ railroad are in- 


undated. Gangs of men are endeavoring 
tu keep the property of the company from 
going toruin. At Morgan, on the line of 
the Long Branch Division of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, the tracks are under six 
inches of water. The work-trains of the com- 
pany are on the ground and cars are being 
run over the tracks to keep them from raising 
from their beds. 


COL, INGERSOLL MAKES A CHARGE, 


Why Elliott F. Shepard and Frank 8. Gray 
Were “Incompatible.” 

New York, Nov. 17.—[Special.]—Col. El- 
hott F. Shepard does not want to pay the 
judginent for $18,600 for services, obtained 
against him by default Oct. 20 by Frank S. 
Gray, late busines; manager of his paper. 
Ex-Judge Noah Davis, counsel for Col. Shep- 
ard, asked Justice Andrews in the Supreme 
Court today that the default be opened and 
the suit ordered on trial. Col. Shepard, he 
said, had terminated the contract because of 
Mr. Gray’s incompatibility under a clause in 
the contract which provided thatthe employer 
might dismiss Mr. Gray ‘** for dishonesty, in- 
competence, or incompatibility.”” Ex-Judge 
Davis said: ‘If your Honor desires I will 
submit an affidavit from my chent which will 
show that the conduct of the plaintiff (mean- 
ing Gray) has been infamous,”

LINSEED OIL CONSOLIDATION, 


Possibility That the Different Concerns 
May Soon Join Together. 

New York, Nov. 17-—([Special.]|—At the 
regular monthly meeting of the directors of 
the National Lead company today the usual 
quarterly dividend of 15¢ per cent on the pre- 
ferred stock was declared. The most inter. 
esting feature of the meeting, however, was a 
discussion of the absorption by the company 
of the various linseed oil companies in this 
country. President W. P. Thompson of the 
National Lead company says: 

We have been considering the advisability of 
absorbing the interests of the National Linseed 
Oil. company, as well as those of several of the 
smaller concerns in the country who are pro- 
ducers of that commodity. While no definite 
action has been taken, the matter has been 
talked over at our meetings, and we have also 
conferred with the officials of the National Lin- 
seed Oil company and with those of a few of the 
other companies. Today I received a telegram 
from Chicago informi me that at a mect- 
ing of the officials of the National company a 
committee had been appointed to confer 
with us on the matter, They will be 
here in December. In the event of the directors 
and representatives of the other interests arriving 
at asatisfactory understandi the whole plan 
will be presen to our stockholders. Then it 
would require a two-thirds vote of the holders of 
both the common and prefer stock before it 
could become an assured thing.

JNVESTIGATION BEING MADE INTO 
THE HOMESTEAD TROUBLES. 


Senators Gallinger and Peffer Listen to a 
Number of Witnesses at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel—Frank Murray of the Pink- 
erton Agency Examined—How the Men 
Are Armed—Mechanics and Laborers at 
Homestead Decide to End the Sympa- 
thetic Strike and Return to Work. 


Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire and 

Senator Peffer of Kansas, two members of the 

committee appointed by President Harrison 

to investigate the facts in relation to the em- 

ployment for private purposes of armed bodies 

‘of men or detectives in connection with dif- 

; ferences between workmen and employers, 

<2 commenced the Chicago end of the inquiry at 

the Grand Pacific yesterday. Frank Murray, 

Superintendent of the local Pinkerton agency, 

was the first witness called. After describing 

the Pinkerton organization, its scope and ob- 

jects, and explaining the specific objects of 

the watch, detective, patrol, and other 

branches of the work, Senator Peffer took him 
in hand and asked : 

“ Does the agency keep on hand arms and 
ammunition for such cases as the recent 
Homestead case?” 

2 4 <a 

‘“ What kind of arms?” 

“ Winchester rifles and revolvers. Our de- 
tectives are not armed, except when they are 
on special guard duty.”’ 

** Does thesagency do Carnegie’s work?”’ 

“Well, we give corporations special rates 
because we do work for therm,”’ 

Mr. Murray said great care was taken in 
selecting these men; that men are sent from 
State to State as needed by the office con- 
trolling the territory in question, and denied 
that any Pinkertons had been used by politi- 
cal bodies. 

Senator Gallinger Takes a Hand. 

Senator Gallinger then took up the exami- 
nation and asked if there was any conflict be- 
tween the Pinkerton patrolmen and the po- 
liceof Chicago, receiving a negative reply. 
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“No, sir! Not here.” 

**Where were they armed?’”’ 

“T donot know. Iwas present when the 
men left Chicago and I know that the men 
were not supplied with rifles.’’ 

“Have you any knowledge where they se- 
cured the rifles which they used?”’ 

“T don’t know.” 
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Homestead in advance of the men?”’ 

“Yes, sir. They were sent in advance from 
Chicago.”’ 

This ended Mr. Murray’s examination. 

Assistant Supt. Robertson was questioned 
along the same lines as Mr. Murray, but he 
adaed little to the committee’s stock of 
knowledge. 

Charles M. French, Superintendent of the 
Thiei Detective Agency, declared emphatic- 
aliy that his agency had never sent out armed 
men. 


Matt Pinkerton’s Testimony. 

Matt W. Pinkerton was the first witness at 
the afternoon session. He said lis company 
furnished men for strikes to regular clients 
and in some instances furnished watchmen 
with revolvers. At the Bay City, Mich., lum- 
bermen’s strike in 1885 his watchmen carried 
rifles. The Pinkertons’ stock of firearms, he 
said, consisted of two dozen revolvers pur- 
chased during the Anarchist troubles. 

“Under what circumstances are detectives 
warranted in discharging firearms?”’ 

“Only in self-defense. They are so in- 
structed when they are employed. In nocase 
have our men been armed until they have 
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—FOR— been sworn in as Deputy Sheriffs. That is 
our arrangement when we furnish men for

| “*Have you ever furnished men before the 
—~AND— officers of the law had used all the means in 
4 their power to quell the disturbances ?’’ 


“Not that I remember. We have done very 
little of this sort of work and do not seek it.’’ 

Mr. Pinkerton then told how his men some- 
times entered manufacturing establishments 
as workmen, getting information as to the 
dissatisfaction existing and the possibility of 
strikes. 

“Has the legality of this work ever been 
discussed in the councils of your organization? 
Has it been a question with you whether you 
were serving the ends of justice or other- 
wise ?”’

Per was serving the ends of justice.”’ : 


In conclusion Mr. Pinkerton said he had. 
nothing todo with the Homestead troubles 
and that he always took legal counsel when 
not sure of the legality of any move. 

Other Witnesses Heard: 
~ H.O. Devereaux, Mr. Pinkerton’s Superin- 
tendent, and R. K. Pinkerton, his brother and 
partuer, both gave testimony, but did not 
—* great deal of additional informa- 
ion. 

Charles Renke said he had worked for the 
American Detective Agency and the United 
States Detective Agency and was now a Co- 
lumbian guard at the World’s Fair. He had 
acted as watchman in at least half a dozen

MONUMENT HELD BY THE STRIKERS. 


The Rev. Thomas E. Sherman Calls for His 
Father’s Memorial to Be Rescued. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 17.—The Rev. Thomas 
E, Sherman was invited to address the Society 
of the Army of the Tennessee today. The 
clergyman of the Church of Rome turned his 
remnarks to the monument which the family is 
providing for the tomb of the dead General, 
but which is delayed by the refusal of the 
striking granite cutters in Connecticut, to 
allow it to be removed to the West. In a voice 
sad but passionately indignant he said: 

Just about the time the work was finished a 
strike occurred in the granite quarries in the 
East and the finished monument stands there 
now, and there is uo power in this country, in 
State or Nation, to move it, to move that monu- 
ment from the hands of the union. They will not 
consent to let us have it moved, and I only know 
one way to get it—that is, to organize one of his 
old regiments and go there and take it by force. 
[Prolonged applause.] J wish this society to 
know that it is not any neglect of his sons or his 
family. .We owe it to you, who belongto the 
same military family, to say that we have not 
been negligent fora day. and that we feel sad 
and mortified that in our country, which you have 
made so free, we cannot even move our father’s 
tombstone from the spot where these workmen 
hold it inclosed. [Indignation in the audience. | 
There is a power then even higher and stronger 
than the power that you conquered, and our gener- 
ation has yet to meet the problem of conquering or 
at least subduing to law that great power. 

There was a dead silence for a moment as 
the speaker concluded, and then there was a 
burst of applause which swelled into a military 
cheer for the spirit of the old commander. A 
few minutes later a meeting of the Sherman 
Monument committee was called. What 
transpired at that meeting the events of the 
future must tell, for its members are as mute 
as the sentinels of a reconnoitering army. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR IN SESSION, 


Propositions Which Were Considered by 
Them Yesterday. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., Nov. 17.—In the session of 
the General Assembly Knights of Labor this 
morning the first business was a continuation 
of the report of the Committee on Law. A 
proposition to reduce the term of service of 
general officers to one year was voted down, 
likewise the proposition to reduce the number 
of members of the General Executive Board. 
The proposal to make ex-representatives eli- 
gible to office was voted down. Considera- 
tion of the report of the Committee 
on Law was continued after the noon recess. 
The first discussion arose upon a proposition 
to allow the formation of national trade as. 
semblies of less than ten local assemblies. It 
was decided that, while the law should remain 
as it is so far as national trade assemblies al- 
ready in existence are concerned, no new ones 
will be organized with less than ten local as- 
semblies. A proposition was made to allow a 
district assembly, by a two-thirds vote, to or- 
der a local assembly to withdraw any or all of 
its delegates. ‘This was rejected by a vote of 
68 to 40. The following letter was read this 
aft2rnoon:

Hayes, General Secretary K. of L.—Dear sir and 
brother: Through you, in the name of the Farm- 
ers’ Mutual Benefit Association, reet you in 
your sixteenth annual convention.

END OF THE SYMPATHETIC STRIKE, 


Mechanics and Laborers at Homestead De- 
cide to Retarn to Work, 

Pirrspura, Pa,, Nov. 17.—! Special. ]—The 
break in the big strikes at the Carnegie plants 
in Pittsburg and Homestead has come at last. 
‘The mechanics and laborers at Homestead 
held a meeting this evenmg which resulted in 
a practically unanimous decision to break away 
from the sympathy part they were playing 
toward the Amalgamated Association and re- 
turn to work. Accordingly 300 of the me- 
chanics applied at the mill office tonight for 
work and were told to come around in the 


morning. The laborers’ will, it is 
thought, all be taken back tomor- 
row. At the Lawrenceville plants in 


this city a large number of the strikers de- 
cided at a meeting tonight to return to work. 
Many of these are Amalgamated men. Over 
one hundred of them will apply for work to- 
morrow morning and their example will no 
doubt be followed by the rest. Capt. Breck, 
one of the Carnegie attorneys, said tonight 
that warrants would be issued Saturday for 
the arrest of 100 more Homestead strikers on 
charges of riot and conspiracy. Six Pinker- 
ton detectives, he says, have been in Home- 
stead every day since July Gand have col- 
lected a large mass of evidence. The Law- 
renceville strikers who are going back in the 
morning say tonight that they have no further 
use for the Amalgamated Association and are 
disgusted with sympathetic strikes.

There are, however, a great many more 
candidates for the places than are showing 
their heads. It has been along time since 
the Democrats had controlof the State offices, 
and those who expect places are busily en- 
gaged in figuring out just what they want and 
learning about the salaries.

_ /Tuure is a report that Auditor Ackerman of 
the World’s Fair has tendered his resignation 
because a leak has been discovered in the 
finances, that thousands of tickets of admis- 
sion to Jackson Park have been unaccounted 
for, and that the gate receipts at the park 
have been taken out ‘of his hands, If this be 
the case, Mr. Ackerman is right in declaring 
he will not be held responsible. In any event 
there should be a rigid investigation of the 
charges, and those who have been steal ing 
should be detected and severely punished. 


Tuat the city is not properly nor fairly 
represented in the present City Council there 
is no doubt. The Twelfth Ward with its 
14,000 voters has buStwo representatives in the 
municipal legislature, while the Twenty- 
seventh and Twenty-eighth Wards, having 
both less than 6,000 voters, have four repre- 
sentativés. The Thirty-second Ward, which 
has twice as many voters as the First or 
the Seventeenth, has but two representatives. 
The two wards named have four representa- 
tives. If there could be an equitable dis- 
tribution of the voters into wards a change 
from the present plan would be most de- 
sirable. But there is danger that if redis- 
tribution is attempted now it will be done as 
it was six or seven years ago by small-bore 
politicians who have more interest in the 
selection of political committeemen than in 
obtaming a fair representation for the city.

Tur New York stock market was dull and 
lifeless. Reports of consolidation with inde- 
pendent distilleries in the West created some 
interest in stock of the Distillers and Cattle 
Feeders’ company. Exchange rates still ap- 
proxiinate the gold shipment point. The local 
stock market presented no new features. 
West Side stock scored a low range of prices. 
New York exchange was quoted at40 to 50 
cents premium.—The speculative grain 
markets were nervous and unsettled with a 
fair volume of business. Local influences 
ruled in most of the pits. Provisions were 
active with packers who were short heavy 
buyers of product sold for January delivery. 
As compared with the latest prices of the 
previous day, May wheat closed 44 cent high- 
er, corn }¢ cent lower, oats 3¢ cent lower, cash 
rye firm, barley steady, flaxseed 1 cent higher,

Tue senior Democratic organ in referring

It is to be hoped that the senior organ will 
boldly advocate this policy when the General 
Assembly is in session. For years and years 
not only the County Treasurers but the City 
Treasurers as well have appropriated money 
belonging to the people, and thus far the laws 
as they stand have been found powerless to 
prevent the misappropriation or to punish 
those concerned in it. The present City 
Treasurer pledged himself before election to 
turn over the interest on the city moneys on 
deposit for the public use. He has failed to 
keep his promise. He has pocketed the inter- 
est, and some of his bondsmen, who are re- 
formers by profession, have excused his con- 
duct on the ground that it is the custom of 
custodians of public funds to misappropriate. 
But the senior organ is right for once. Let 
the law be amended. Gov.-elect Altgeld 
should make a recommendation concerning it 
in his inaugural message.

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THE PROPOSED NEW CITY CHARTER. 

Mr. E. 8S. Dreyer, the whlom President of 
Mayor Washburne’s Elevated Terminal Com- 
mission, and a number of members of the 
Real-Estate Board are said to be preparing to 
agitate for a new char‘er for Chicago. They 
do not like the present one. It is not suited, 
they say, to the needs of a great city of 1,500,- 
000 inhabitants. They wil! not listen to sug- 
gestions for the amendinent of the present 
charter. ‘*Patcning will not do,” they say 
contemptuousiy. “Chicago must have a 
brand-new, perfectly-made charter.”’ 

But how are they to obtain one? If they 
entertain the views put forward in their name 
by the Times they are ignorant, apparently, 
of the provision of the Constitution concern- 
ing special legislation. They talk of a special 
charter specially adapted to the needs of Chi- 
eago. The Constitution prohibits that. The 
old hobby of the double chamber is revived 
and it is to be curiously constituted, A board 
of twenty-four nembers elected by the city at 
large is to constitute the lower house. The 
upper chamber is to consist of twelve mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor. Chicago is 


to be legislated for 
What becomes of Mr. Dreyer’s Dem- 
ocratic ideas of home rule? The 


double chamber plan would mean double 
sets of officers, double salary lists, double ex- 
travagance, and two boodle rings. The plan 
would be no check on vicious legisiation. The 
best check on such legislation now is the veto 
power of the Mayor. The new charter as ad- 
vocated proposes to curtail the powers of the 
Mayor. Other absurd proposals are also 
made. But it is not necessary to discuss them 
all. The new charter scheme will not work. 
As outiined in the ZJimes it would be the 
laughing stock of the members of the General 
Assembly. 

The present charter can be readily amended 
to meet all the requirements of Chicago. 
a few*simple amendments the power of the 
Council can be enlarged so that it may pass 
ordinances preventing the depreciation of 
property through the establishment of sa- 
loons, livery stables, and hospitals in resi- 
dence districts. Itis not quite certain that 
tne Council has not that power already, the

Mr. Dreyer seems not to understand that in 
‘the matter of salaries of municipal officers 
the powers of the Council are at present full 
and comprehensive. In fact, the whole agita- 
tion seems to have been based to a large ex- 
tent on ignorance of the present charter, of 
the powers of the Council under it, and of the 
wise constitutional provision against special 
legislation. __ 
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RAILROAD POOLING. 

It is reported that a well attended meeting 
of Presidents of the trunk lines of railroad 
have decided to forma pool. They are said 
to have concluded that this is the only solu- 
tion of long existing difficulties, and therefore 
have resolved on the action though admitting 
it to be illegal on freight traffic, which is and 
must be the principal field of operations cov- t 
ered by a pool. The dispatch says: ‘* The es- 
tablishment of a pool has always been regard- 
ed asa useless challenge of the law, but the 
situation has become so desperate that the 
Presidents saw no other way out of the 
mire.” 

Such a plain defiance would hardly be 
entered upon without the intent and expecta- 
tion to influence legislation on the subject at 
Washington, and possibly not without assur- 
ances of support in high places.

There are proportionately 
as many unlicensed saloons in the State as 
there are licensed saloons in neighborifg Ne- 
brasks. The manufacture of beer has, how- 
ever, been prevented through the prohibitory 
provision. Its sale has also been restricted. 
This has told in favor of the stronger intoxi- 
cants, and the result is that intemperance is 
more prevalent in Kansas than in many of 
the licensed States. 
It is doubtful, however, whether the con- 
stitutional convention will be the most happy 
expedient for getting rid of the obnoxious 
prohibition clause. The new constitution is 
likely to contain so many radical provisions 
that moderate people will be loath to vote in 


the will of the voters so clearly expressed as it

BI£ZLA’S COMET. 

From Theta Centauri to Beta Andromeda 

isa long distance to be traveled in twenty 
years, even at cometary velocities. Yet the 
comet named after Biela was believed to have 
been seen near the first then, and 1s not far 
from the latter now. It has passed through a 
vast gap of space in the interim. The com- 
parison of times has an additional interest 
from the fact that the astronomer who cabled 
from Europe to a more southerly friend to 
look for it near Theta supposed it had col- 
lided with the earth’s atmosphere. If the 
computations of other astronomers be correct 
we shall be dangerously near it a few days 
hence, though the latest calculation places the 
minimum distance at 1,000,000 miles, that 
being the small planetary interval which sepa- 
rates us from cometary destruction the 27th 
of this month. 

It is really probable that the earth will come 
into contact with a portion of the comet, and 
no great danger need be apprehended if the 
** head ”’ should strike us, that being the part 
the movement of which is the subject of the 
calculation. The celestial wanderer is a small 
one. At the time of its discovery it did not 
amount to much in magnitude, Since then it 
has been split up at least twice, and it is con- 
sidered probable that the material separated 
from the main body is scattered to great dis- 
tances along the orbit, Some of this matter 
may enter the earth’s atmosphere, as other 
portions are believed to have done twenty 
years ago, the result then being a shower of 
‘* shooting stars.’’ The débris enters the air 
as small particles, which are soon heated to 
incandescence by the friction, and burn 
up, leaving the resulting minute quantity of 
ashes to settie slowly to the ground weeks or 
months afterwards. The nucleus of a comet 
has been aptiy described as most probably 
consisting of a cioud of stones. In case of 
collision with the head, which contains this 
nucleus, there might be a fall of aerolites to 
the earth’s surface, this depending upon the 
quantity of metallic matter contained, as only 
the metals have cohesiveness enough to re- 
tain integrity as a mass in the passage 
through the air. Several such falls of what ° 
may be described as a flock of aerolites are re- 
ported to have occurred in former times, and 
it is logical to suppose they were the results of 
collision with the head of a comet in each 
case. But none of them were of s0 much im-. 
portance as to suggest that a whole conti- 
nent may at some time in the past have been 
covered by such material as supposed by the 
writer of ‘“‘ Ragnarok.”’ 

Death to human beings because of collision 

with a comet might occur in more than one 
way. First, there is the direct contact, of 
which some pretty well authenticated in- 
stances are on record. Second, there 1s the 
indirect mortality on a much larger scale that 
may be conceived of as possible from a pois- 
oning of the atmosphere by admixture of 
great quantities of gaseous matter that had 
belonged to the comet. Some people have 
argued that only in this way can we satisfac- 
torily account for some of the pestilential 
visitations, such as the famous “ Black 
Death,’’ which have swept the earth as with 
the besom of destruction in the past, and 
moved from place to place far more rapidly 
than could be explained by reference to the 
slow traveling of former days. 
These things are not mentioned as poussibili- 
ties for the present, arising out of the pending 
visit of the Biela comet. Neither the aerolitic 
shower nor the poisoning of the atmosphere 
can occur except from collision with the head 
of the comet, and the calculation shows we are 
to be spared that by a gap of about a million 
miles. The tail of the comet, which is the 
part we shall pass through, if any, is a beauti- 
ful thing to look at, but as tenuous as the 
aurora, even more so than the rainbow. So 
the passage through the tail of Biela’s comet 
may be welcomed without fear and admired 
without apprehension.

—[Cupyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—The failure of Sig. 
Lago’s opera season at the Olympic Theater last 
week is followed today by the astonishing an- 
nouncement that the Covent Garden season would 
close the 26th inst. Sir Augustus Harris posted a 
notice onthe stage door this afternoon, adding 
that those wishing to reéngage for the winter sea- 
son apply at once to the management. But this 
winter season is a nebular hypothesis. The fact 
remains that high-class opera with highly-paid 
artists has received a greater knock-down blow 
than it did in New York. Sir Augustus 
Harris attributes the non-success of the sea- 
son to the extravagant terms of Melba’s 
engagement, who failed to fulfil his 
expectations as far as drawing powers were con- 
cerned, On the lest night of “ Traviata,” for in- 
stance, he sold only three stalis, of which two 
were bought by friends of Melba.

MOTION TO ENFOROE IT. 


_Pebate on the Press Bill Is Continued—It 
Is Believed the Ministry Will Have a 
Majority of 40 on the Final Vote—Or- 
der Giving Mr. Deacon Charge of His 
Children Likely Temporarily to Be An- 
nulled—Mrs. Deacon’s Story Told by Her 
Friends—Other Foreign News, 

- Pants, Nov. 17.—The debate on the govern- 
ment bill providing for increased stringency 
in the press laws was resumed in the Chamber 
of Deputies today. Prime Minister Loubet 
made a successful speech, but this was fol- 
lowed by two slight government checks. The 
Chamber, 4 majority of thirty-eight, refused 
to grant closure, and then, by a majority of 
114, adopted a motion to adjourn until to- 
morrow. Nevertheless, the position of the 
ministry has been improved by today’s de- 
bate. Its supporters are more confident, and 
they anticipate that a motion to discuss the 
clauses of the bill will be passed by a majority 
of forty. ; 
M. Ernest Roche attacked the bill as being 
aimed against the Socialists, who were in no, 
wise allied with Anarchists. Anarchism, he 
gverred, arose from the misery which was 
the life out of the people. The 

remedy for the existing conditions lay in a 
solution of the social difficulties, not in re- 
wwe measures. He spoke in advocacy of 


an eight-hour-day. 

M. Avnard provoked angry protests from 
the Left by declaring that the Socialists were 

werless. The Moderate Repuplicans alone 
could find a solution of the social question. 
He called upon the government to display 
more firmness in the future than it had in the 


Premier Loubet ‘repruached M. Roche for 
calumniating France where the bourgeoise had 
done more for the people than had been ac- 
complished anywhere else. He proceeded to 
enumerate the measures passed for the benefit 
of the proletariat, and added: ‘‘ France en- 
joys most perfect liberty. Divisions are 
spoken of, but let danger arise, and it will 
goon be seen whether or not union exists.”’ 

M. Loubet cited the case of the Anarchist 
Martinei, who had made speeches in garrison 
towns inciting recruits in the army to desert. 
Owing to State laws, M. Loubet said, the gov- 
ernment was notable to reach members of 
journals founded for the sole purpose of 
spreading revolutionary ideas and miaintain- 
ing au unceasing flood of intimidation. By 
simply changmmg their managers when they 
were threatened with prosecution for breaking 
the laws, the newspapers avoided suppression. 
The present bill was to make a repetition of 

- guch cases impossible in the future. 

The Premier concluded by calling upon the 
Chamber te discuss the ciauses of the bill 
separately, and asked for an expression of 
confidence in the ministry from the House. 
His speech was greeted with prolonged cheer- 
ing from the Left and Center. 

A recess was then taken, during which the 
Deputies flocked about the lobbies and dis- 
cussed M. Loubet’s speech, which made a deep 
impression.

Then the votes on the closure 
and the adjournment motions were taken.

DECISION LIKELY TO BE ANNULLED. 


This Course Urged by the Advocate-Gen- 
‘eral While the Deacon Case Is Pending. 


Parts, Nov. 17.—The arguments on the ap- j 


peal of Mrs. Deacon from the decision of the 
Tribunal of the Seine awarding the custody of 
her children to Mr. Deacon were resumed this 
morning in the First Chamber of the Court of 
Appeal. Maitre Cilunet continued his ar- 
raigninent of Mrs. Deacon, and was even 
more severe upon her than he was yesterday. 
Advocate-General Rau then reviewed the case, 
and said that both Mr. and Mrs. Deacon had 
acted wrongly. The Advocate-General urged 
that pending the divorce proceedings insti- 
tuted by Mr. Deacon the court give judgment 
annulling the decision placing the chiidren in 
the custody of Mr. Deacon, and that the daugh- 
ter now in possession of Mrs. Deacon be seat 
to a convent, where both Mr. and Mrs. Deacon 
could visit her. While the decision in the case 
will not be made known until the 22d inst., 
there is reason to believe that it will bein 
accordance with the line urged by the Advo- 
cate-General. 

Mrs. Deacon has always steadfastly refused 
to give her side of the case, but today her 
friends made what appears to be an authori- 
tative statement in her defense. According 
to this statement Mr. Deacon has treated his 
wife since the first week of their married life 
with brutality, which Mrs. Deacon says she 
endured, hoping by forbearance to subdue a 
temper that at times bordered upon insanity. 
A great many of these brutal acts, say Mrs. 
Deacon’s friends, had no witnesses, but cer- 
tain charges, it is claimed, can be established 
by sworn testimony. These charges are that 

than a month after their marriage, while 
they were in London, Mr. Deacon became 
furious at his wife because her hair was not 
arranged to his taste, and knocked her down. 

During eight years, it is alleged, Mr. Dea- 
con obliged his wife to lead a vagabond exist- 
ence. At all the hotels where they stopped he 
treated her like aslave, forbidding the servants 
to wait upon her, and not allowing a basket of 
wood to be brought without his written order. 
His violence was such that occupants of ad- 
joining apartments would inquire if monsieur 
had beaten madame badly. 

The accusations continue to the effect that 
in 1885 the Deacons lost a child, and one night 
while the mother was weeping Mr. Deacon, 
after reproaching her for her tears, beat her 
80 cruelly that the marks remained for many 
days, In 1888 Mrs. Deacon inherited a con- 
siderable fortune from her father, the late 
Rear Admiral C. H. Baldwin of the American 
navy. She asserts that since that time Mr. 
Deacon has resolutely refused to contribute 
one cent to the househvid expenses or the 
support of his family. ° It is further al-

Prohibition Against Canadian Cattle.

CURRENCY COMMITTEE ADJOURNS. 


Indian Affairs at Brussels. 
Lonpox, Nov. 17.—The Indian Currency 
committee, which it was supposed was expe- 
diting its devisious with a view to influencing 
the International Monetary Conference which 
meets in Brussels Tuesday, adjourned today 
until the conference is over.

Doubtless dissentient reports will also be pre- 
pared. 

Zappa, Italian dele- 
gates to the conference, will leave Rome to- 
morrow to attend the twentieth preliminary 
reunion of the Latin Union convened by 
France. Austria will send only one delegate, 
its Minister to Belgium, Count Khevenhuel- 
ler-Metsch. The Russian representatives are 
Prince Oueroff, Russian Minister to Belgiuin, 
and M. Raffalovich, a well-known economist. 
The Belgian Minister of Finance, M. Berna- 
ert, will preside at the opening of the confer- 
ence. He will afterward delegate the Presi- 
dency to Senator Montefiore Levi, whom the 
delegates have already agreed shall preside. 


SAMOAN CHIEFS GO TO WAR, 


Raids Many Villages — Europeans’ 
Property Not Yet Molested. 

Sypner, N. S. W., Nov. 17.—Advices re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, show that 
there is much disquiet in the group. Disturb- 
ances have occurred among the natives of 
Tutuila Islands, arising from the claims of 
rival chiefs to the titleof Mauga. Some fight- 
ing has occurred at Pango Bay, where the 
town was almost completely destroyed. No 
houses belonging to natives remain standing. 
Property belonging to Europeans is still safe, 
notwithstanding the threats of the natives to 
burn the whites out. Chief Liejo has raided 
the villages of Ava and Fagagone and burned 
the town of Leiato. He afterward retrented 
to Aunum, an isiet at the east end of Tutuila. 
A number of natives were killed or wounded 
in the fighting. Two inland tribes are about 
to join Chief Liejo and this will involve the 
whole of Tutuila in war. Both sides are 
amply provided with arins and ammunition. 
The Australian warship Ringarooma and tne 
German warship Bussard are lying at Apia, 
where quiet prevails. ‘There has been no dis- 
turbance on Savaii or Upolu Islands.

HAS CAPTURED FIVE MORE DISTILLERIES 


The Whisky Trust Secures the Control of 
St. Louis and Others, 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Nov. 17.—[Special. |—The 
big deal by which the whisky trust—the Dis- 
tilling and Cattle Feed company of lilinois— 
secures control of five large distilleries has 
been closed. The taking of possession will 
consist in a representative of the trust being 
sent to each of the properties, and one 
has arrived here to take possession of ihe 
Central Distilling company, the local coneern 
which has sold out. The representative sent 
here is Mr. Samuel Woolner, manager of the 
Woolner Distillmg company of Peoria, IL 
Mr. Woolner arrived yesterday from Chicago, 
and was at the Southern until he went to a 
conference with the present officers of the 
Central company and of the Mound City, the 
largest trust distillery in St. Louis. The confer- 
ence and a final ~——— of the Central plant 
at Duncan and Vandeventer avenues con 
sumed the entire afternoon. The officers of 
the Central distillery are now claiming that 
the sale was made for cash and that they re- 
ceived $750,000. It is stated by trust repre- 
sentatives, however, that the figures for the 
Central will not greatly exceed $500,000. The 
distilleries changing hands by the deal are 
the Central of St. Louis, the Crescent and 
Star of Pekin, Ill; the Dodsworth of 
Cincinnati, and the Nebraskaof Nebraska 
City. Prior to those purchases the trust con- 
trolled ninety-eight distilleries in the United 
States, with a capitat stock of $35,000,000. 
These distilleries have a total capacity of 
40,000 bushels per day, making a total daily 
output of 180,000 galions of spirits. The Cen- 
tral has a capacity of 4,000 bushels per day, 
with an output of 18,000 gallons daily, the 
yield being four and one-half gallons to the 
bushel: the Star a capacity of 1,500 bushels; 
the Crescent, 3,500 bushels; the Dodsworth, 
1,000; and the Nebraska a little less than the 
last named.

MR. RYAN SECURES AN INJUNCTION, 


He Wants the Court to Pass Upon His Oc- 
tober Rib Deal. 
The recent deal in October short ribs was 
recalled yesterday to the minds of members 
of the Board of Trade. The last day of Octo- 
ber, when the price of ribs for that month 
had been forced to $12, T. J. Ryan defaulted 
on a line of over 1,000,000 pounds, which he 
had sold to R. W. Roloson & Co. Under the 
rules of the board it became necessary to 
fix a selling price on the p rt 
and a special committee, consisting of W. T 
Baker, Chairman; Charles Counselman, and 
John Dwight, were appointed by the Board of 
Directors to inyestigate and report upon the 
matter. . 
The committee met yesterday to determine 
a basis of settlement, but before the members 
reached their decision, or at least reported it, 


Ryan secured an injunction from Judge Bren- 
tano to prevent President Hamill 
from signing over the margins which 
ha been put up by bot parties. 


During the afternoon the committee had com- 
pleted its report, but it was impossible to find 
out officially rts decision. It was generally 
understood, however, that the decision was 
against Mr. Ryan and that it required 
him to make good his default and settle on 
the basis of $11.92'¢ for all trades not settled 
Oct. 31. 
Mr. Ryan was seen last evening and, al- 
though not informed of the decision of the 
committee, seemed to anticipate it, and in 
his conversation indicated anything but sub- 
mission to the finding.

BETTER ROADS ARE A NECESSITY. 


Grange Men .Say Taxes Should Be Equal- 
ized Before the Reform is Inaugurated, 
Concorp, N. H., Nov. 17.—At the National 

Grange sessions today reports of officers were 
heard. In his report Mortimer Whitehead, 
lecturer, said that during the year he visited 
twenty-two States and traveled upward of 
20,000 niles. Among the measures which he 
found most generally discussed and asked for 
at this time in the granges of the country were 
rural free mail delivery, postal telegraph 
and telephone and government owner- 
ship and control of the same 
in the interest of a quicker 
dissemination of news, market reports, weather 
forecasts, etc., to the advancement of agri- 
culture. The road question was discussed, the 
lecturer taking the ground that while farmers 
admitted the need and advantages of better 
roads they should first insist ppon an equaliza- 
tion of taxes by which farmers would not be 
called upon to pay more than their fair share 
of the expense of building and sustaining a 
better road system. In alluding to the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture the speak- 
er said that the farmers are _ study- 
ing the question of how to pay their 
debts and support their families on 
50-cent wheat and six-cent cotton. The finan- 
cial legislation of the last twenty-five years 
has been against the best interests of the 
masses of the people; agreat unrest exists 
throughout the country, and it is taking furin 
in the overthrow of parties and Jaws thought 
to be inimical to the people’s interests. Im. 
portant reports being disposed of numerous 
resolutions were introduced, the principal ones 
being by Mr. Chartiers of Virginia urging the 
passage of the Paddock-Hearford bill and the 
creation of a road division in the Department 
of Agriculture, and by Mr. Knott of West Vir- 
ginia indorsing Secretary Rusk’s work. The 
balance of the morning was devoted to re- 
ceiving reports of State masters, all of which 
showed increased membership and improved 
financial condition. 


EFFORTS TO OUST CAPT. STREETER. 


Controversy Over the Land at the Foot of 
Superior Street, 

In the controversy as to the land bordering 
Lake Michigan at the foot of Superior street 
N. K. Fairbank filed yesterday before Judge 
Collins his answer to the suit brought by 
Capt. Streeter, who seeks to enjoin him from 
interfering with his possession of the land. 
Mr. Fairbank sets forth in his answer that 
**in 1889 Streeter called on him and said he 
had been notified by the city authorities to 
remove his boat from Superior street; that he 
was repairing his boat and preparing to nove, 
and asked permission to tarry until he could 
complete the repairs. This was granted. After 
repairs were completea Streeter refused to 
move. The boat, an unsightly structure, which 
stands high and dry on the banks in the midst 
of an aristocratic residence neighborhood, 
and which was occupied as a residence by 
Capt. Streeter and wife, began being com- 
plained of as a nuisance and its inmates as 
disorderly by the neighbors, and I ordered my 
agents to begin litigation to oust Streeter 
from the property.”’ 

Among affidavits filed with the answer is one 
by Henry Russer of No. 214 Rush street, 
reading: ** In 1890 Streeter asked me if I had 
any money. He said/he knew of a scheme 
that would make us worth a million dollars 
apiece. He gave it to me confidentially that 
he intendea to claim the land by reason of 
squatting on it; that he would fight it out: 
that he was a lawyer himself; and that if I 
would furnish the capital he would share 
equally with me. I told him that I regarded 
the scheme as crooked and would have noth- 
ing further to do with him.”’

HISTORY OF THE LABOR QUESTION, 


Prof, Bemis Lectures at the Fourth Bap- 
tist Church for the Y. M. C, A. 

Prof. E. W. Bemis lectured at the Fourth 
Baptist Church, Ashiand boulevard and Mon- 
roe street, last night on ‘* The Nature and 
History of the Labor Question.’”’ The lecture 
isonein the series of the University Exten- 


sion course, and was given under the auspices 
of the West Side Y.M.C.A. The church 
building was well filled. Prof. Bemis showed 
that work in the Middle Ages was all per, 
formed by hand, and the laborer was also the 
capitalist, and thus had the full profit of his 
work. Now the conditions are changed, for 
capital supplies the machinery, and only a 
portion of the profite of the laborer can be 
claimed by him, as capital must share it with 
him. Then he said: 

Labor cannot expect as great a proportion of 
profits as in former times, when less brain work 
and capital were required. Improved machinery, 
greater capital, larger amount of brain work—a 
must have their share of the profits of manu- 
facturing. Laborers wee are fairly compen- 
sated, in spite of all conflicting circumstances 
which tend to reduce their pay. Wages in En- 
gland have nearly doubled since 1830, yet rent and 
meat are no higher. Clothing is cheaper in this and 
other countries thao it was a quarter of a century 
ago. 

Wageworkers have een | improved their 
position, but there is still room for improvement. 
Organized labor has materially increased its 
wages, but how far organization can go towards 
benefiting society without so far endangering it 
as to be entirely overturned Dy society isa 

uestion which now appears in the distance. 

‘hether capital is proprietor of itself or merely 
an agent is a question to be determined. The 
labor question bere 1s now of immense magni- 
tude, and demands the coolest judgment of both 
capitalist and laborer, and the wisdom of the Na- 
tion in general. As much union between manufact- 
urer and employé as can possibly be attained is 
one of the most practical nodes for adjusting the 
labor question to such a scale as shall be mutual- 
ly agreeable,

NATIONAL LEAGUE MAGNATES FicG- 
“URE ON BOONOMY. 
———_ 


A Long Afternoon Spent in Executive Ses- 
sion—Pittsburg Reprimanded for Sign- 
ing Men at the Old Salary Rate—The 
New York Club’s Condition Bothers the 
Powers—A British Proposition to Gov- 
ern International Cycling—Yale Confi- 
dent and Harvard Full of Hope. 


The National League finished its labors last 
night and its members will be the 
guests of President Jim Hart of the local 
club, who will take them to the World’s Fair 
grounds and other points of interest in the 
city. Yesterday's session was an eventful 
one, as it marked the death of high salaries in 


baseball. 

It was expected that the league would re- 
convene at 10 o’clock yesterday morning, but 
at that hour the Richelieu rotunda was de- 
serted save by President Hart and a few ball 
players and managers. Ten o’clock in the 
morning is a bit early for magaoates away from 
home in a big city. 

It was high nvon before all appeared and 
the meeting was called to order, From noon 
until 5:30 the powers sat and legislated. 
When they finally adjourned for supper and a 
small army of reporters rushed in on Nick 
Young, who is always intrusted with the task of 
parceling out the news, he looked benignly 


through bis glasses and said : 
* We went through our entire constitution and 


revised it, and that took up the greater part of 
the afternoon.” 

What a familiar air those words had about 
them. Whenever the league wants to do some- 
thing, and yet throw the press and through it 
the public off, it takes up that poor constitution, 
makes up a change or two to dump into it, and 
then leaves Nick Young to handle the reporters 
and tell them how great the labor of revising a 
league constitutuon is. To Nick's credit it must 
be sane that he does his work conscientiously and 
well, 

Any one who has ever seen the league constitu- 
tion must smile when Nick starts to tell his time- 
worn story. It only covers a few pages of a small 
book, and could be turned upside down, inside 
out, and translated into the many tongues that 
made such a confusion at Babel in the time the 
league was in session yesterday afternoon. Yet 
the changes which were made were as foliows: 


Changes Made in the Constitution, 

Each club will be required to pay its annual dues 
of before the first day of April, instead of May 
as heretofore. 

The clause compelling clubs to farnish a diagram 
of their grounds was cut out, 

The rule compell ne a home club to call a game 
earlier in order to allow a visiting club to catcha 
train was changed so that either club can demand 
that the game be cailed earlier. 

Then the fine for failure of official scorers to send 
in their scores promptly was reduced from $10 to 
$2 ana the changes were comp!ete. 

What a masterly afternoon’s work for a band 
of magnates. It was really a sublime effort. They 
did admit to electing George W. Howe of Cleve- 
land an honorary member; to appointing Brush, 
Byrne, and Von der Horst a Committee on Rules; 
to electing Zach Phelps league attorney, and to 
appointing Brush, Von der Ahe, Hart, Soden, Von 
der Horst, and Day directors for the ensuing year. 
That was all, 

But the trath was not told. The league aid not 
use upits valuable time working on a constitu- 
tion that half its members knew by heart alinost. 
It was discussing weightier matters, and one 
need guess but ounce to know that it was players 
and their salaries over which the league mag- 
nates were pondering. They have pondered over 
this before, but it remained for yesterday to fur- 
nish the needed legislation to regulate them, 

It was determined that next year the salary lim- 
it of each club should not exceed $W.000, and from 
that they will dwindle down to $24,000. The New 
York club, as shown by its letter to its stockhold- 
ers a few days ago, expects to get out with $25,- 
000, and many of the others with less. Boston 
will probably go to the limit, which will be a cut 
of about 40 per cent on the salary list started 
with the last season. A new difficulty presented 
itself when the league began its work. It was 
found that the Pittsburg club had already signed 
ten of its meu at amounts which would bring its 
list away above the limit. ‘It was learned after 
the meeting that the Pittsburg club had been 
hauled over the coals for its hasty action, as it 
was understood at the last meeting in New York 
that no players would be signed until after the 
meeti here. That was the agreement, and 
most of the clubs lived up to it. 


Salary Reduction Plan Made, 


The Chicago club when it paid off its players 
told them that it wanted their services next sea- 
son, but not under their present contracts, and 
that new ones would made out and sent to 
them to sign. If one will watch closely the ac- 
tions of the different clubs from this on it will 
easily be seen what legislation was enacted at 
this meeting. The magnates have a way of wait- 
ing for several weeks before — their legisla- 
tion into practical effect. That serves to throw 
the public off. 

After a few weeks of inactivity the clubs will be 
found signing their players with a limit of about 
$2,400 to a man. The Pittsburg club may or may 
not release its players and resigu them on the new 
scale. If it does not their salaries will probably 
be cut to conform with it. 

The New York club has been a source of con- 
siderable solicitude to the magnates. Its bad 
financial condition has been a source of annoy- 
ance to its friends. It is hinted around here that 
ifthe Chicago stockholders of the club were to 
piace their stockfin the hands of a trustee and ask 
for a receiver that the club managers, instead of 
opposing such a scheme, would weicome it. It is 
said that there area few of the New York ciub’s 
heaviest stockholders who wouid jump at the 
chance to throw the club intojbankruptcy, then sell 
ite effects at auction, buy in thejfranchise, and put 
it on its feet solidly, with NeW York capital be- 
hind it exclusively. 

The present stock company, with its quarter of 
a million dollars of stock, is unwieldy and cum- 
bersome and New York is not liable to make much 
progress forward until it is gotten rid of. 

Pat Powers or a busy day trying to get play- 
ers for his club. He stated last night that he 
hoped now to get Danny Richardson for second 
base. The deal will probably come in the shape 
of an exchange and Jann Boyle may be the man 
togo. This much is certain that ‘* Buck’’ Ewing 
will be expected to do the bulk of the catching 
next season. 

The club wants a good first baseman, and with 

ichardson at second, Keeler at third, and Fuller 
at short Powers thinks his team will bestrong 
enough on the infield at least. He wants another 
hard hitting outfielder to supplant Burke. Lyons 
and Tiernan will be retained. Manager Powers 
will have a conference with some of the clubs be- 
fore he leaves in regard to players. 

The night session was ashort one. It was de- 
cided in future that no postponed games shall be 
played until the last series unless there is a vacant 
date. -During the last series of games between 
clubs all the postponed games must be played off. 

Henceforth if there is a vacant date following a 
series the date shall belong to the series, 

The Schedule committee was abolished and 
Nick Young was intrusted with the making of the 
schedule, 

By a unanimous vote the double championship 
season was abolished and next year there will be 
one continuous season, beginning the last Thurs- 
day in April and ending the last Saturday in 
Septem ber. 

The playing rules were discussed, but no action 
taken on them, and the committee was instrncted 
to report at the spring meeting, which will be 
held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, 
March 7, 


TO FOSTER INTERNATIONAL RACING. 


The Points of a British Proposition to the 
League of American Wheelmen, 

It is evident that no matter how indifferent the 
League of American Wheelmen mayjbetoward in- 
ternational racing next year and in the years to 
come the Britons are not allowing the grass to 
grow under their feet. These points, which are 

ut the chief features of an association aiready 
outlined by Mr. Sturmay of England, have been 
submitted to the L. A. W. for careful considera- 
tion, emendation, and approval: 

1, An international union of the recognized gov- 
erning bodies of amateur cycling sport shall be 
formed expressly and solely for the holding of the 
“Amateur Cycling Championships of the World” 
i for the proper conduct and carrying out there- 


of. 

2. The unions of all countries shall be eligible to 
membership in the international anion providing 
they enforce a strict amateur rule. The board of 
the international union. consisting of one delegate 
from each country that has already joined, to be 
sole judge whether the amateur rule of any union 
desiring membership is sufficiently stringent and 
properly enforced. 

3. Membership in the international union shall be 
conferred on a resolution to join being only passed 
by a two-thirds majority of the union in the country 
desiring membership. 

4. Kach union taking part in the international 
union shall furnish the sum annually voted by the 
board, to cover clerical, postal. and other necessary 
expenses.and shall be responsible for the carrying 
out of the meetings on the terms of the agreement 
below when callea upon to do so. 

5. The worid's championships shall be open 
riders of ali classes of machines, and shail be he 
at the following suggested distances: One kilome- 
tre (for short-distance championship). .62 mile; 10 
kilometres (for mid-distance championship), 6.2 
miles: and 100 kilometres, 62.1 miles, with pace- 
makers for each rider (for long-distance champion- 
ship); also a team race of not more than four.the dis- 
tance for which is suggested to be 10 kilometres, 

6. Only riders are eligible to compete who have 
won the amateur championships of their respective 
countries, or who have been officiaily chosen by the 
body ruling the cycling sport in the:r own countries, 
and who are amateurs according to the following 
definition: “An amateur is one who never en- 

ed in, nor assisted in, nor taught any athletic ex- 
ercise for money or other rémuneration, nor know- 
ingly competed with or against a professional for a

“HE MAY RECONSIDER HIS RESIGNA- 
TION AS AUDITOR.

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While ill-health was the chief reason for Mr. 
Ackerman tendering his resignation, some of 
his friends said yesterday he was a little wor- 
ried over the manner in which the gate re- 
ceipte at Jackson Park have been handled. 
He himself said this had no direct influence. 
Since Oct. 17 the collection of tickets has been 
conducted by the Columbian Guards. One 
guard receives the ticket, tears it in two, re- 
tains one-half, and passes the bearer on to a 
second guard, who receives the other half, and 
both portions are deposited in separate boxes. 

“Before Oct. 17 Auditor Ackerman controlled 

matter. From thetime tickets were first 

last spring, and up to the date men- 

tioned, but fifty-two tickets were unaccounted 

for. Since the guards have taken charge over 
600 tickets have, in one sense, gone astray. 

-All tne fickets sent to the park to be sold 
have been paid forin the first imstance, and 
the Exposition company has received 25 cents 
for each one.

ber of complaints by ticket purchasers who 
wanted their money refundec when they saw 
the crowd going in free. At that time also 
tliere was a great rush at the gates, and it was 
th t not unlikely that apparent careless- 
ness prevailed through iack of time to 
properly look after the visitors. Then, too, 
the fences were torn down in order to con- 
struct the regular places for entrance, and 
with great crowds pressing around it was easy 
for peopie to get in and escape the guards.

That 35,000 of these 
should not have been presented at the gate is 
readily explained. Twenty thousand of the 
first ones issued were good for Oct. 11, 12, and 
Subsequently the date of Dedication day 
Oct. 21, and new tickets issued. 
these were sent to persons who 
did not come, and whom it was not expected 
would be here. Over 1,500 were sent to Eu- 
‘Tope, and there was probably a score of this 
number presented, and, further, the gates 
were thrown open to the public at 2:30 o’clock 
on the afternoon of Dedication day, and after 
that hour tickets were not asked for, so that 
all went in alike. ,

H. P. KNEBEL CO.’s FACTORY BURNED. 


Another Fire in Milwaukee—This One De- 
stroyed $30,000 Worth of Property. 
Mitwavukee, Wis., Nov. 17.—([Special. se 
Tonight for the third time this week the Fire 
Department had a big fire to handle. 
It broke out shortly before 6 o’clock in the 
upholstery factory of the H. P. Knebel com- 
pany, on the southeast corner of Reed and 
Park streets, It is a singular coincidence that 
the big fire of three weeks ago, last night’s 
fire, and tonight’s fire all started at the same 
time, just before 6 o’clock. There is more 
talk of fire im Milwaukee nowadays than of 
anything else, and tonight when a second 
alarm was sounded indicating another big 
fire there was a rush of many thousand people 
for the vicinity. When the first fire company 
reached the scene the flames had spread 
throughout the Knebel company’s factory, 
a three-story brick building Nos. 266 and 268 
Reed street. Within a block are the exten- 
sive machine shops of E. P. Allis & Co. and 
other large buildings, which were in danger 
because of the high wind that was blowing, 
and on this account a second alarm was sent 
in. ‘The firemen worked over three hours in 
confining the fire to the upholstery factory, 
although some slight damage was done to 
Kaiser’s saloon and Guacke & Locheme’s un- 
dertaking rooms adjoining. The Knebel com- 
pany’s factory was entirely gutted. The loss 
is about $20,000, with an insurance of $15,000. 
The loss on the building is about $5,000 and 
to the adjoining structures $5,000, making the 
total loss about $30,000. ‘The fire originated 
in the cellar of the Knebel company and is at- 
tributed to spontaneous combustion. Follow- 
ing is a compiete list of the insurance carried 
by the Koch & Loeber company, whose stock 
a totally destroyed in the fire of last 
night:

WILL DO NO TALKING. 


RAILROAD MEN SILENT ON THE SUB- 
JECT OF “ POOLS.” 


———— 


Local Representatives of the Trunk Lines 
“Mam” Regarding the- Combination 
Formed in New York Wednesday—Spe- 
cial Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Agent Kretchmer on the Subject—Sar- 
prise Expressed That Chauncey Depew 
Should Couptenance Such a Move. 

Representatives of the roads which are said 
to have entered the pool to maintain World’s 

Fair passenger rates, as told in Tus Trispune 

of Thursday, sat in their offices yesterday 

gazing out at the rain and thinking about all 
sorte of things except the story of the pool. 

At least, if they did think of it they wouldn’t 

admit it. They had funuy stories for callers 

they knew, but nothing to say about the pool. 
“Talk about the action of my President! 

Well, I guess not,’”’ said one of them. ‘Say, 

I like to eat three times a day.” ‘ 

“Will rates be maintained, do you think, 
if one road secures more business than an- 


other?’’ 

** Will Biela’s comet collide with the earth? 
There’s been no talk of hotels lowering theér 
rates. I haven’t heard that newspapers were 
going to cut their retail price. Here are poor 
little railroads trying to do just what hotels 
will do, keep their rates up, and there’s a kick. 
But I am not talking, mind.” 

Dangerous to Talk. 

At the offices of half a dozen or more East- 
ern roads there was a similar disinclination to 
talk. It was regarded as dangerous. In sev- 
eral instances it was said that no official in- 
formation had been received. One prominent 
railroader, who declined to allow his name to 
be used, thought there was something peculiar 
in the action of the New York Central agree- 
ing to the pool, That road, he said, had 
placed itself on record as favoring a round- 
trip rate not to exceed a fare and one-third 
from points on its line to Chicago. 

“How it can recede froin this position I 
don’t know,” said he. ‘“‘I believe, anyhow, 
that the question of World’s Fair rates can be 
settled only by actual experience. Railroads 
may agree to maintain a certain rate, but 
they are not in business for hygienic pur- 
poses and if one road discovers that another 
one 1n the same territory is doing more busi- 
ness, why it will take steps to even things up. 
It always has been so and always will so long 
as human nature remains the same.”’ 

The rates proposed, if insisted upon, will, it 
is said, disarrange the calculations of corpora- 
tions and individuals who are engaged in en- 
terprises which involve transportations of vis- 
itors to the Fair. Many of them have figured 
one fare for the rouud trip. Free trips to the 
Fair have been held out as an inducement to 
purchase goods and aiso for advertising pur- 
poses. One fare has been figured on in these 
instances. 

Commerce Commission Thinking. 

**The question of pools among railroad 
men is now being considered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Com:nission,”’ said Special 
Agent Kretchmar yesterday. ‘* Under the 
law a pool is illegal, and railroads entering 
into a compact to pool their business are 
guilty of a violation of the law. 
Many men who have made the subject 
of railroad transportation a_ lifetime 
study are of the opinion that a pool is produc- 
tive of only the best results, providing the 
rates provided fur under its provisions are 
subject to the supervision of a body such as 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. With 
these opinions as a basis the commission has 
addressed circulars to many of the best- 
known railroad men, to college professors, 
and to men whose views are diametrically op- 
posed to the biased opinions railroad men are 
expected to held asking for their views regard- 
ing an amendment of the law permitting 
pools of railroads under tho supervision of the 
commission. It is not certain the members 
of the commission will hold that a change is 
necessary, the circulars having been sent out 
with a view to obtaining both sides of the 
question. 

**As to the reported pool of railroads per- 
fected yesterday in New York it is hard to 
speak. The language of the law is pain. 
Pools are prohibited under penalty, but it is 
hard to obtain evidence on which to base a 
engage The Presidents of the different 

ines running into Chicago from New York, 

say, can hold a meeting, devise ways and 
means for controlling the business, and put 
the whole matter into the hands of Chairman 
Goddard. He makes the apportionment of 
business, and at the end of six months there 
can be a meeting, an interchange of money, 
and who is to be any the wiser for the trans- 
action? 

**The question of reducing rates below the 
agers permitted under the law is one over 
which the commission has no controi. That 
is a question left entirely in the hands of the 
railroad offieials. If they choose to keep the 
rates up to full fare there is nothing the Com- 
merce Commission can do in the matter. The 
members may have their individual opinions, 
but there is no conflict of the law in refusing 
to make excursion rates.”’ 

Think There Is a Mistake. 

Railroad officials here are of the opinion 
that there must be a mistake in the report that 
the trunk line Presidents have decided to 
charge full rates on all passenger trains mak- 
ing the time between Chicago and New York 
in less than thirty-five hours during _ the 
World’s Fair period. As the trains by all the 
through routes make the time in thirty-five 
hours the action of the trunk lines would sim- 
ply mean no reduction at ail. People who 
desire to take advantage of the reduced rate 
of 20 per cent would have to travel on emi- 
grant trains or cattle cars. The emigrant rate 
is now only about half rate, or less than the 
railroads mean to grant for the same accom- 
modations to World’s Fair visitors. The 
present rate in cattle cars is only 60 cents per 
100 pounds. 

Considerable surprise is expressed that 
Chauncey M. Depew should go into a scheme 
of that kind when he has all along assured 
everybody that the New York Central would 
not consent to a higher rate than a fare and 
one-third for the round trip. The opinion is 
that the Eastern magnates are trying to make 
the Fair a financial failure. 

So far as the Western roads are concerned 
no action has yet been taken. The advocates 
of high rates are much elated over the reported 
action of the trunk lines, but a few roads may 
be depended upon to make low rates. The 
Southern Pacific announced yesterday that it 
will make a rate of one fare for the round trip 
from all points, and the Santa Fé also states 
that it will not charge more than half rates 
from points west of the Missouri River, 

Higinbotham Not Alarmed. 

World’s Fair officials were not alarmed over 
the formation of the 1. 

“1 don’t believe,’ said President Higin- 
botham, *‘ that the railroads can carry out any 
such policy. If they could, of course people 
would be kept away from the Fair. But there 
will be a break andI do not think it worth 
while to worry at present. The railroads tried 
the same thing at the Centennial, but after 
two months woke up to the fact that they were 
cutting off their own heads and passenger 
a pee reduced to one fare for the .round 
rip.

SYSTEM OF MENTAL TELEGRAPHY. 


How a Husband and Wife Communicate 
When Absent from One Another. 

There is a business-man in London who has 
a system of conimnupication far ahead of tele- 
graphs and telephones, and cheaper even than 
the penny post. 

He frequently undertakes long journeys for 
his firm, but during his absence he never 
writes a letter to his wife or receives one 
from her. He just sits down and talks to her, 
even though she may be a hundred miles 
away. 

Every night he goes to his hotel at 10 
o’clock, proceeds to his rooms, turns out the 
light, sits in an easy chair, shuts pis eyes, 
and concentrates his thoughts upon his home. 

Exactly at the same hour his wife, a hun- 
dred miles away, gues into the sitting-room, 
closes the door, sits in a chair with a vacant 
chair opposite to her, closes her eyes, and 
thinks iateatly of the far-away object of her 
aff -ctions. 

This mental telegraphy is so complete that 
a perfectly intelligible conversation takes 
place between them, although nota word is 
actually spoken. She tells him how thmgs 
are going at home, whether the children are 
well, and all her little trials, hopes, 
fears. 

For two years they have carried on this sys- 
tem, and verified its accuracy by repea 
tests. It was purely by accident that they dis- 
covered their ability to communicate with 
each other ia this unique way.—New York 
World.

It Was Appointed by the General Assem- 
‘bly to Devise Some Means of Bringing 
About a Still Closer Relation Between 
the Assembly and Its Seminaries~A Di- 
rect Kesult of the Briggs Case—Three 
Plans Suggested— Matters Discussed Re- 
ferred to a Subcommittee. 


The Committee on Theological Seminaries 
which was appointed by the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church at Portland, 
Ore., and which met last August at Saratoga, 
N. Y., and Wednesday morning at the Vir- 
ginia Hotel in this city, held another session 
at the same place yesterday morning, and con- 
cluced its labors for the present. The matters 
under discussion were referred to a subcom- 
mittee consisting of the Rev. Dr. Hays, the 
Rev. Dr. Young, the Rev. Dr. Wilson, Thomas 
McDougall, and S. A. Bonner, which wil! re- 
port to the committze at a meeting to be held 
in Ciucinnati the last Tuesday in April. 

The letter of the Moderator of the General 
Assembly to the committeemen, informing 
them of their appointment and duties, states 
the object of the committee as follows: “‘The 
General Assembly appcinted the committee 
totake into consideration the whole subject 
of the relation of the assembly to its theclog- 
ical seminaries; to confer with the directors 
of these seminaries, and to report to the next 
General Assembly such action as will result in 
a still closer relation between the assembly 
and its seminaries than that which at present 


This action grew directly out of the Briggs 
case. The General Assembly vetoed the elec- 
tion of Dr. Briggs, and the Union Seminary 
its relaiions with the General As- 
sembly and ignored its action.’ S» that, al- 
though there is no ostensible reference to 
heresy, it is well understood that this commut- 
tee was appointed to give the General Assembly | 
a better cuntrol over heretics who are pro- 
fessors in theological seminaries, Previous to 
the reunion in 1870 the new school seminaries .

WHEAT STRONG AND HIGHER. 


Corn Sells Off Under Liberal Realizing 
Sales—A Boom in Provisions. 

There was a continuation of the bullish senti- 
ment recently developed in wheat, and traders 
who have faith in the future of the market were 
sufficiently numerous to more than take care of 
the offerings in the pit yesterday morning. They 
found some little consolation in advices from the 
seaboard and ip some of the early private cables, 
which were firmer. The export clearances were 
larger apd the Price Current crop summary 
quite bullish in its conclusions. The cold wave 
was another slightly bullish faetor. Second ca- 
bles, however, were disappointing, and the casual 
reference to the Hatch bill brought about selling 
on the part of some of the holders who had for- 
gotten the existence of that baleful measure.
